T he Facts to be Placed ltefore tlie United 
States Suprem e Court. 
San F rancisco, August 2Sih.—There was 
a small audience of attorneys and curiosity 
seekers in the United States Circuit Court 
this morning when the habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings of David Nagle were again called. 
Justice Field was present unaccompanied, 
and Nagle, in charge of Marshal Franks, 
sat with his large array of counsel. 
Judge Sawyer asked if the attorneys en­ 
gaged in the Nagle case had reached any 
agreementasto when they would commence 
to take testimony as to the killing of Judge 
Terry, when Mr. Turner, of Modesto, who 
alone appeared for the State, arose and said 
that he had not made any arrangements as 
yet. “If your Honors please,’’ he added, 
looking at the seats where his associates, 
ex Judge Maguire and District Attorney- 
White sat the other day, “it seems a's 
though I have been left alone in this case. 
Mr. White informs me that he does not 
think it his duty to look after the rights of 
the State, and Judge Maguire, who was 
engaged, as I was, to argue only the juris­ 
diction of the Court, has withdrawn. I 
expected when I came here that we would 
settle the jurisdiction question before going 
to any other matters, and that, in fact, was 
the only point in which I am interested. 
It seent3, however, that the Court takes a 
difieren t view, and as I do not wish to 
spend my time ascertaining facts in a mat­ 
ter where I dispute the authority of the 
Court, I may as well announce ntv with­ 
drawal also from the case.” 
Judge Mesick said, under his breath, 
“Very well.” 
The Court, however, explained itself: 
“The Court takes the view’ of which you 
have spoken,” said Judge Sawyer, “be­ 
cause it thinks that course will materially 
shorten this inquiry. Beyond all doubt, 
no matter what the result' here, this case 
will be appealed to ihe Supreme Court. 
We think the questions involved are suf­ 
ficiently^ grave to justify an appeal any­ 
how. Now, if we hear argument on the 
demurrer alone and an appeal is taken on 
that, the decision of the Supreme Court 
will not be final, because there will be 
other points to raise, and thus the matter 
will be taken up piecemeal. We desire to 
take the testimony as to the facts, hear all 
the arguments upon the demurrer and 
make up a stenographic record for the Su­ 
preme Court, upon which it can finally de­ 
termine all the questions here involved. 
That course, it seems to us, is the shortest 
and only proper way to proceed. How­ 
ever, if counsel for the State withdraws, 
the time for taking testimony may be 
fixed by the other counsel. Gentlemen, 
what time will suit your convenience?” 
8. M. Wilson stated that it would be con­ 
venient for him to begin on Monday next. 
Judge Sabin said he would not be here 
on that day, and Mr. Wilson named Tues­ 
day, at 11 o’clock. 
judge Sawyer said he would preside 
during the taking of the testimonv, as his 
associate would probably be engaged, and 
that both would arrange to listen to the 
arguments. ’Ihe examinations will take 
place io Judge Sawyer's chambers. 
C. A. Ackerman asked for an order sum­ 
moning witnesses, which was granted, and 
the Court adjourned.

The Secretary of T reasury YVants a Striet 
Classification of Im ports. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 28th —The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury has issued an order to 
Collectors of Customs referring to erroneous 
classifications made by them in the interest 
of seizures made under a department 
circular of January 29, 1887. It appears 
that many articles are imported through 
the mails, the classification of which is not 
well defined, aud Collectors have released 
them upon the payment of a fine equal in 
amount to the duty. This is considered by 
them as proper, without due regard to clas­ 
sification. Collectors are enjoined to study 
carefully the classifications, so as not to re­ 
lease goods for less than is due ior them 
under the tariff schedule. 


AMERICAN NATIONS. 
The G overnm ent Selects Two C om petent 
D elegates. 
W ashington. August 29ih. — Charles 
Flint, of New York, and Henry C. Davis, 
of West Virginia, have been appointed

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
Old cotton liose are easily converted 
into good holders for use about the kitchen 
stove. 
Lampblack dissolved in alcohol added 
to whitewash makes a desirable color for 
kitchen walls. 
Those ugly egg stains upon silver spoons 
will disappear if salt is vigorously applied, 
slightly dampened. 
Vaseline is a superior shoe dress, as it 
renders the leather pliable and doesn’tsoil 
the fabric in contact. 
A pound of chloride of lime mixed with 
a quart of water and placed where roaches 
abound, is destructive to them. 
An ounce each of pulverized cloves, 
cinnoman, and cedar perfumes agreeably 
and tends to keep moths from drawers. 
A woolen cloth is preferable to a brush 
for polishing the stove, as it occasions but 
little dirt and gives a softer gloss to the 
iron. 
Instead of spoiling oilcloth with soap 
and scrubbing brush, the advice is given 
to wash with soft cloth in luke-warm water 
and appiy sweet milk. 
Slip a paper bag over the cleaned larnp- 
chiinnev to keep flies from soiling it again, 
or dust from settling on it. 
These stains 
are hard to remove when burned in.—Cen­ 
tra/ Adrocate. 
A soiled black coat can be quickly 
cleaned by applying with a sponge strong 
coflee containing a few drops of ammonia. 
Finish by rubbing with a piece of colored 
woolen cloth. 
At this season salt is quite apt to clog in 
the shakers. To prevent this mix the salt 
with cornstarch, using seven parts of salt 
and one of cornstarch. This small quan­ 
tity of cornstarch is not objectionable. 
If “sheets, coverlets, pillow and bolster 
on both sides, edges of bed-eurtains, and 
wall next the bed” be sprinkled with “a 
small quantity of 2 per cent, carbolic acid 
solution,” and the face and neck slightly 
wetted with the same, “it is said that not 
a gnat or mosquito will come near.”

The National Bar Association began its 
twelfth annual session iu Chicago yester­ 
day. The association was introduced to 
the Bar Associations of tlie State and city 
by H od. Lyman Trumbull. The National 
Association wa3 then welcomed by the 
Presidents of the State and city associa­ 
tions. President David Dudley’ Field, of 
New York, replied aud then read bis an­ 
nual address. 
The official report on the new cruiser 
Boston received at the Navy Department, 
shows that the accident to the vessel was 
even moie serious than at first supposed. 
At least twelve, aud probably fourteen, 
large steel frames were damaged beyond 
repair. It will require at least six months 
to repair her and $100,0C0 will hardly be 
sufficient to put the vessel in condition for 
sea service again. 


A G ang of C ounterfeiters. 
K ansas City, August 28th.—A special to 
the Times from St. Joseph says that a 
Depnty United States Marsha! there to-day 
arrested a farmer named Robinson for dis­ 
posing of counterfeit money. He con­ 
fessed he was one of a gang of agents for 
the counterfeiters recently raided near 
Dayton, Ohio. He stated that $50,000 in 
counterfeit $10 bills had been distributed 
among agents around St. Joe. Laterin the 
day the deputy arrested two other persons 
implicated. More arrests are expected to 
follow to-morrow.

A M odel City. 
Only one city in the world has ever un­ 
dertaken by legal supervision to put every 
house under positive and absolute sanitary 
control, and that city is Buenos Ayres. 
The purpose is within three years to have 
this accomplished. By no other means 
can a city be rendered safe for residence, 
and in no other way can the law that city 
residence rapidly degenerates the popula­ 
tion be reversed. The matter of sanita­ 
tion cannot in any way be left to indi­ 
viduals; it must be a public provision, 
rigidly enforced. Now that two-ninths of 
all our people live in cities, the subject is 
one that cannot be deferred. 


LONDON’S GREAT STRIKE. 
Thousands or Men A ttack the Coal Vans 
—Prospective Settlem ent. 
London^ August 28th—Nearlv every 
wharf in North London, where is located 
the great center of the coal trade, is affected 
by the strike, the men demanding an in­ 
crease of one penny perton for loading upand 
sixpeuce per ton for landing. Many firms 
have expressed a willingness to accede to 
the demands of the men. but tlie latter re­ 
fuse to return to work until the whole of 
the employers have given in. 
There appears to be a universal demand 
for an increase of wages, and almost evcrv 
trade is seizing tbe present opportunity to 
present its demands. 
Cargoes of meat from Austtah'a and fruit 
and eggs front the Continent are rotting in 
ships’ holds. The situation shows no sign 
of improvement. 
COAL VANS ATTACKED. 
The strikers are said this morning to 
number 150,000. Still affairs seem less 
threatening. Many coal-heavers have re­ 
sumed work at advanced wages. It is re­ 
ported also the Commercial Dock Company 
is hopeful of reachitig a compromise. A 
mob of howling strikers, several thousand 
strong, attacked tlie coal vans, leaving the 
yards under a police escort, and undid the 
chains and traces, compelling lit® drivers to 
return. Six thousand strikers started for 
the Coal Exchange. 
Several ships laden with sugar are lying 
in the Thames, and are nnable to unload. 
All the sugar cargoes at Greenock were 
bought to-day in fifteen minutes at an ad­ 
vance of sixpence on previous prices,; and 
sent by train to London. 
Shippers and merchants are pressing the 
dock companies to yield, declaring they are 
driving trade to other ports. An increased 
number of men are at work to day. The 
mail steamers are fcoing loaded’slowly. 
Some seamen have resumed work. 
It js rumored tlie dock companies have 
yielded to the demands cf the strikers. 
PROSPECTIVE SETTLEMENT. 
In the vicinity of St. Paneras depot there 
is still some excitement. 
Many coal-heavers are resuming work at 
advanced wages, which, of course, is vio­ 
lently opposed by the strikers, who urge 
that no work be resumed until an advance 
is conceded to ail. 
At the meeting of striking dockmen this 
morning Burns, the leader of the strikers, 
said that he had learned that 4,000 Belgians 
were to be imported unless tlie strike ended. 
He at once telegraphed the Belgian Work­ 
ingmen s Union to block tbe move of the 
em plovers. 
A monster procession left the West India 
docks this afternoon, which was swelled as 
it progressed by contingents of iron work­ 
ers, carters and cutters from Niilwall. 
A steamer which had been loaded by the 
stewards and clerks from the office of the 
Commissioners sailed to-day for New Zea­ 
land. Other shipping-bonses are taking 
similar action. The clerks, however, are 
disposed to object, and are considering tbe 
question of striking. 
The men at Hirseb's Copenhagen Oil 
Mills anil at Johnston Brothers’ White 
Lead Mills have struck. 
A delegation of wharfingers and gran— 
ary-owners held a conference with the Di­ 
rectors of the Dock Company to-day. The 
latter discountenance the disposition evi­ 
denced by the wharfingers to agree to the 
men’s demands, thereby forcing the bands 
of the Directors when a collapse of the 
strike was imminent. 
Delegates front the coal-heavers visited 
the Coal Exchange this afternoon, aud ad­ 
mitted that they bad no grievances of their 
own, but bad struck on principle and would 
not resume work until the demands of the 
dockmen had been granted. Merchants 
pointed out tbe injustice of this position, 
but to no effect. 
. 
It is said that 10,000 of Lord Durham’s 
miners are idle by reason of the London 
strike. 
Late this afternoon the dock companies 
showed signs of yielding, and have referred 
the questions in dispute to a committee 
composed of officials of the companies and 
delegates from the strikers. A decision is 
expected to-nigbt. 
It is estimated that the strike is costing 
London merchants £10,000 per day for de­ 
murrage alone. 
STEIKE SETTLED. 
L o n d o n, August 28th—Midnight.—'The 
strike of coal porters is practically ended 
and they will resume work to-morrow. The 
merchants have conceded the main de­ 
mands of the strikers. The Glasgow dock­ 
men have formally demanded advances of 
wages. 
To Thank F rance, 
P a r is, August 23ib.—M. Alphand, a dis­ 
tinguished engineer, is busy organizing a 
proposed fete in honor of the three hundred 
and ninety-seventh anniversaiy of the dis­ 
covery of America, and on that occasion 
American and West Indian delegates to 
the Exposition will march in procession to 
the residence of President Carnot, to ex­ 
press their gratitude to France, and will 
thence proceed to the Hotel de Ville. The 
fete will conclude with a procession of 
boats similar to those of Columbus, to the 
Isle des Cvgnes, when the statue of liberty 
will be saluted. 
The G erm an Sugar Crisis. 
B erlin, August 28th.—A temporary ar­ 
rangement has been ¡nade regarding the 
Madgeburg sugar troubles, in accordance 
with which three insolvent firms, to whose 
action the crisis is due, are to liquidate 
without the intervention of the Courts. 
Meanwhile the heads of tbe three firms 
will De held responsible for all liabilities 
incurred. B oulangists A rrested, 
P aris, August 28íh.—M. Thiesse, a Bou- 
langist member of the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties was to-day arrested, together with 
seventy-eight other persons, for resisting 
the police at last night’s meeting. Thiesse 
was afterwards released.

-■’rom all accounts the strike now on in 
London is the largest in the history of 
civilization. 
It is improbable th at at any 
tim e lias there been such a systematic and 
w ell arranged plan among laborers directly 
connected with the commerce of the great 
port of London, for concessions as to time 
an d wages. 
W hat makes the strike all the 
m ore portentious is the fact th a t trade 
uni 'iiism in England is stronger than any­ 
w here else, in faet it is a controlling power 
in the fixing of wages in most of the trades, 
and this compact body of unions is mani- 
ie ting a strong disposition to sustain the 
dock strikers and to drag all the working 
classes for wages in the country into the 
¿trike. 
W hile a great many of the em­ 
ployers of the dock laborers have acceded 
to the demands of the strikers, they re­ 
use to return to work until the whole body 
of employers is brought to terms. 
The 
strike has extended to the coal-heavers 
and cart-m en, to the printers and the mail 
cart deliverers—the Postofiice having al- 
eadv granted the increase asked by the 
la tte r—and the promise is that nearly all 
th e trades and employments with a com­ 
plaint will be drawn into the proceeding. 
A s a consequence there is consternation in 
id n. Meat and fruit cargoes are rotting 
in ships’ holds at the dock, and thousands 
of vessels are idle because their masters 
cannot secure labor to put their cargoes on 
board. 
Factories dependent on commerce 
have closed down, and before long the cry 
o f distress from the unemployed will go up. 
In tiiis strike there will he some gain to a 
large num ber of workingmen, because the 
T rade Unions are of such potency in 
JEugiaud ; iiiere will be some advance in 
wages, and so far as we can ascertain the 
dem and for the advances are not unreason­ 
able, for at best labor in England is not 
largely rewarded, w hile as a m atter of fact 
th e commercial employers of London are 
in the enjoyment of large m argins of profit, 
an d the commerce and trade of the city is 
th e safest of any on the face of the globe- 
B ut notw ithstanding these facts, the strike 
is just as indefensible as any that have 
taken place in this country. 
Mr. A rthur, 
of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive E n­ 
gineers, has said th at he will never sanc­ 
tion another strike, for after close study of 
th a t remedy in all times and under all 
conditions he has been convinced that 
*n tne end the striker is the greater 
sufferer, and th at nil real grievances can 
be adjusted and remedies applied w ithout 
re-ort to the strike and boycott. 
And Mr. 
A rth u r is right in his conclusion, and 
none the less the friend of labor because of 
th e judgm ent he has pronounced. 
The 
E nglish strikers may gain some advautage, 
but in the main it will he tem porary and 
th e em ploying class will sooner or later 
regain the advantage it now loses. 
But if 
th e quc-tions lietween the two had been 
subm it led to the calm counsel of protest 
an I arbitration, to the diplomacy of agita­ 
tion and reason, and to the invocation of 
th e sym pathies and the moral influence of 
the non-employing class, the workirgruen 
would have gained more substantial and 
lasting benefits than it is possible for the 
strike to yield. 
For one reason, the strike 
bears heavily upon the consumers of pro­ 
ducts and the users ol the neccssatics of 
life. T he commercial man may stubbornly 
resist the demand of his sti iking employes 
and clo-:e his business, hut when he does so 
he punishes a large class of people who 
w ere not originally involved, and who are 
in no seme responsible for the strike. De­ 
prived of their conveniences, or comforts, 
or necessaries, by reason of the stoppage of 
transportation and the closing of shops 
and factories ; burdened by an advance in 
prices, such as has already taken place in 
London, these people presently turn from 
any possible sym pathy the demand of the 
strik er’s cause may have awakened, and 
are transform ed into opponents of the 
prim al cause of the inconvenience and 
losses to which they are subjected. 
The 
great mass of the public is thus very early 
m ade antagonistic to strikes, and the em­ 
ployers knowing this fact, generally wait 
un til the conditions produce this antago­ 
nism, when their trium ph is assured. 
For 
th ere is no question whatever th a t against 
th e <>p:x>ition of public opinion the strike 
cannot prevail. T here are, of course, fugi­ 
tive instances where striking workers have 
scoured perm anent advantages, hut they 
a re few, and sucli results h are been at­ 
tained in nearly every case before the 
public has Celt any great distress in its 
economy .is a result ol the strike. 


On e thing is irresistible in its force and 
tru h— the conviction th at the British 
G overnm ent in its munificent aid to the 
C anadian Pacific Railway aud its steamer 
connections, has hound theC auadi an Slates 
to the m other country by bonds stronger 
th an hooks of steel. 
If hereafter Canada 
entertains any thought of independence 
she will he compelled to abandon it, be­ 
cause the Engli-h G overnm ent has he» 
1 i.nd commercially Land and foot. 
If 


to ask, ‘‘who owns this country?” and the J 
answer will not be doubtful. 
The great 
trunk line of railway in Canadian te rri­ 
tory practically belongs to England, and 
she can and will prevent any competing 
parallel line from being constructed; jo in t­ 
ly w ith her the Dominion Government 
has aided the road to such an extent that 
it can never repay, and thus it is held it a 
hostage for the loyalty of Canada. 
The 
interests of the road and its connections 
w ill thus be potential in Canadian politics, 
and its influence will he exerted in the 
direction th at favors the dominance of 
the English in their dependent colonies on 
this continent. 
The bonds of trade are of 
the most tenacious character, and these in 
the case of England and Canada have been 
doubled and quadrupled by a system of sub­ 
sidies to Canadian lines, th at interweaves 
so much of English interest into the scheme 
of commanding the transcontinental trade 
and sett ing the empire of territory along 
the Canadian Pacific and north of it, 
that there never will be, in all probability, 
any severance of the bonds. 
Canada will 
rem ain a part of G reat B ritain because 
whatever her future desire, she will be 
unable to express it, much less to put it 
into execution for the commercial reasons 
given, to say nothing whatever of the m il­ 
itary reasons th at can be advanced, and 
w hich England has mingled w ith the 
whole scheme of its concessions, grants and 
subsidies for Canadian development. 


O u r esteemed contemporary the San 
Francisco Chronicle on Wednesday opened a 
second chapter of protest against the opinion 
prevailing at the East that we are a law­ 
less people, because of the late tragedy at 
Lathrop, with these rem arks: 
Some persons in the East, and some newspa­ 
pers. seem to be of the opinion th at it is a Cali­ 
fornia custom to insult and browbeat Judges 
and others in authority, and profess to find in 
the action of Judge Terry tow ard Justice Field 
nothing whicli m ight not be expected from at 
least a very large eonlingent of the citizens of 
th is State. They eith er do not or wi 1 not recog­ 
nize the fact th at David S. Terry was an excep­ 
tional m an, and so know n and regarded here, 
even by those who were t est acquainted with 
him . If any assurance as to the general peace­ 
able and respectful character and disposition of 
the people of Calitornia be needed, it could be 
easily supplied by our num erous visitors who 
have been here during the last decade, avd who 
will bear w itness th at, as a rule.

ALL ABOUND THE WORLD. 


A t Jacksonville, Florida, the other day, 
G ilbert M ontague and Joseph Gregg, two 
Chicago men, landed a 200-pound shark 
on the pier after a tussle of half an hour 
on their end of the line. 
The population of Norway exhibits a 
higher percentage (97.2-5) of light eyes 
than any other country in Europe. Flaxen 
hair occurrs in 57.5 per cent, while abso­ 
lutely black h air is only found in the ratio 
of 2 per cent.

pounds has excited no little interest. 
For 
want of the proper name the people have 
appropriately dubbed it the “ phantom 
heron.” 
An Arizona paper says th at at Proctor’s 
well, Santa Rosa, the shells of seventeen- 
year locusts were brought up from a depth 
of 703 feet, to which depth the piping ex­ 
tends. 
I t says: 
“There was quite a 
quantity of them; the entire shell was per­ 
fect, also the limbs and hairy covering of 
th e back.”

the struggle, th at lasted several minutes, 
B artlett could with difficu’ty free his 
clothing from the long, sharp talons of the 
bird. 
Finally he released himself, and 
ran sufficiently far away to shoot another 
charge at it. This tim e he killed the aerial 
monster, which measured six feet from tip 
to tip of the wings.

O u r N atu ralizatio n Law s a F a rc e . 
One of th e first things which Congress 
should do is to amend our naturalization 
laws. 
One of the requirem ents now is 
th at an applicant for citizenship shall be 
acquainted with our Constitution and laws 
and honestly desire to he loyal thereto. 
H e must prove this, together with the fact 
of his residing in this country for five 
years by two witnesses. 
It is well known th at many foreigners 
become citizens who are anarchists, and 
hate our Constitution aud our laws. 
This 
ofi-haud and hasty m anner in which our 
Courts hear these applications is where the 
defect in our present law appears. 
An applicant gets a couple of fellows 
who are ready to swear they know the ap­ 
plicant, and have known him for five 
y ears; they slip into the Court during the 
trial cases and get the ear of the Judge for 
a few minutes, and he orders the papers 
issued on the statem ent of these men, 
whom, perhaps, no one in the Courtroom 
knows. 
No notice of the application has 
been given to anyone, and the people have 
no protection against the admission to cit­ 
izenship of the worst enemies of our sys­ 
tem of government. 
The Herald holds th at such applications 
should be made a reasonable tim e before a 
term of Court, aud publication in a news­ 
paper should be made th at such appli­ 
cation is to be made, so the people m ight 
have the rig h t to file objections and pre­ 
vent disloyal men from becoming citizens. 
It should be made the duty of the State’s 
attorney to investigate the proofs care­ 
fully and be heard on behalf of the people 
against such application in case it is proper 
to make objections. 
W e may harp as we like about the 
sacred right of being an American citizen, 
but we treat it under our present laws as 
the cheapest thing which Courts have the 
power to control. 
A man cannot get pay 
for sheep killed by dogs as easy or w ith as 
little proof as lie can clothe him self w ith 
th at citizenship, to the protection of which 
the entire civil, m ilitaiy and naval power 
of the N ation is pledged. 
The lessons of the past few years, many 
of them w ritten in blood, should be heeded 
by our statesmen, and at least the barriers 
above suggested be placed about the cita­ 
del of citizenship.— Champagne County Her­ 
ald.

11 CHINEE” WHISKY. 


ALL QUESTION AS TO ITS INTOXICAT­ 
ING QUALITIES SETTLED. 


P iu te an d C h in am an in C ourt—E x p erts 
on th e Stüiicl—X lie H ea th en 


O ffen d er C on victed . 


The trial c f the case of Fong W on in 
Justice H enry’s Court yesterday proved 
quite edifying to all present, especially to 
such as happened to be interested in the 
temperance question. Fong Won, as his 
nam e indicates, is a heathen Chinee, and 
the charge against him was that of having 
bartered, for filthy lucre, a bottle of intoxi­ 
cating liquor to a swarthy Piute who is 
know n on his native heath as “Buck-Not- 
Afraid-of-the-Bottle,” but whose every-day 
nam e is Charlie Bliss. The prisoner was 
ably defended 
by Counselor W harton, 
whose original, but vigorous, m ethod of 
cross-examining witnesses struck terror 
into the ranks of the prosecution. It m ight 
have had an equally depressing effect upon 
the prisoner, but the latter fortunately 
could not understand the attorney’s pure 
Anglo-Saxon and technical legal expres­ 
sions, having been accustomed, in his Court 
experience, to the half-and-half patois em ­ 
ployed by such Chinese lawyers as C. T. 
Jones and Major Anderson. 
Deputy Disirict Attorney J. A. Bruner 
conducted 
the prosecution, assisted by 
farm er R. J. Merkley. on whose hop ranch 
the crim e was committed. The boltle con­ 
taining the fire-water occupied a conspicu­ 
ous and invitii.g position on the desk of 
the Court, flacked as it was by a glass of 
generous dimensions. 
The plan of the 
prosecution was to first establish the fact, 
if possible, that the bottle contained an in ­ 
toxicating fluid, and next that the prisoner 
sold it to the Indian. 
To dem onstrate the first proposition the 
prosecution placed on the witness-stand 
Mr. Merkley, but his testimony thereon 
was not strong—not nearly so strong, in 
fact, as the arom a that came from the 
liquor itself, aided* by the presence of the 
C hinam au and the Piute. Mr. Merkley, 
however, gave a clear account of the cir­ 
cum stances attending the capture of the 
stuff, and retired. 
A fter some further unim portant testi­ 
m ony was taken, the prosecution called 
Uuder-Sheril’ Coons to testify as an expert 
concerning the intoxicating nature of the 
liquor. It seems that when the prisoner and 
his bottle were token to the Sheriff’s office 
Mr. Coons subm itted the contents of the 
latter to a partial lest, but by careful nurs­ 
ing had sufficiently recovered to appear in 
Court. This fact was unknow n to the 
prisoner s counsel. Mr. Bruner started in 
to question Coons as to the nature of the 
fluid, when the prisoner’s counsel inter­ 
posed an objection, on the ground that it 
had not been shown that he was competent 
to determ ine that point. 
Prisoner’s couusel to witness—"H ow can 
you tell w hether or not that alleged whisky 
possesses intoxicating qualities ?” 
W itness—"Because it does.” 
Counsel—“Now, your Honor, please, I 
hold that the witness cannot swear to the 
intoxicating qualities of the alleged liquor 
w ithout first having taken a sufficient 
quantity to enable him to so determ ine.” 
The Court—‘ Do you mean that he must 
drink enough of it here in Court to get 
drunk, before he can tell w hether or not it 
w ill intoxicate?” 
Counsel— ‘T hat’s w hat I m ean.” 
T he Court—‘‘Well, the objection is over- 
xuled.” 
The prosecuting attorney here became so 
absorbed in the interesting dialogue that 
he forgot the witness was his, and the 
prisoner’s counsel continued: 
Counsel—' You say this 
liquor 
sesses intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness— ‘That’s w hat.” 
Counsel—"Now, please state w hat is the 
intoxicating principal of liquor.” 
W itness (coldly)—“Its power to m ake a 
m an drunk.” 
Counsel , with a paralyzing look)—‘‘Does 
lem onade possess intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness—“Yes, if made properly.” 
Counsel—“ W hat is 
the 
intoxicating 
quality or principal of lem onade?” 
W itness—“The w hat?” 
Counsel—“ Please state to this Court 
w hat particular principle or ingredient en­ 
ters into the composition of a glass of 
lem onade that gives it intoxicating quali­ 
ties.” 
W itness—” Plenty of stick." 
Counsel—” H ’m ! I see the point. Now, 
I repeat, how do you know that the whisky 
in this bottle—I mean this alleged whisky 
—contains intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness—“ ilscause I tried it.” 
Counsel—“ You have tried it, then ; how 
m uch of it did. you drink?” 
W itness— • Ob, about a teaspoonful.” 
Counsel—“ And did that suffice to show 
that it conta n-d intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness— Well, it floored me.” 
Counsel—” That's all.” 
The prosecuting attorney looked as if all 
had been got out of the witness that he 
could desire and then called to the stand 
the copper colored native son of the sage­ 
brush plains. The Indian testified to hav­ 
ing purchased the bottle of fluid from the 
C hinam an <■ r fifteen cents on the assurance 
that it contained whisky. 
H e was f co subm itted to such a rigid 
Cross-exam ,'ration by I he prisoner's counsel, 
that he loor, a as if he would like to have 
the letter - 
t in the W innem ucca wilds 
with a gc.ru crop of hair on the top of his 
head. 
The upshot of the case was that the 
Court found the prisoner guiitvas charged, 
and orders;! him to appear on Thursday for 
sentence.

THE ASYLUM WINS. 


RELIEF. 


C lnra C h am bers’ C ase 
F in a lly D eter­ 
m in ed b y th e S u p rem e C ourt. 
Some m onths ago there was considerable 
controversy in the local Courts over the 
custody of a child named Clara Chambers, 
who had been an inm ate of the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum, but who bad been taken 
trial, by a family named Bucklin, for 
adoption. The child was adopted by them 
in the usual legal m anner, except that the 
perm ission of the Directors of the asylum 
had not first been obtained. Then began a 
contest over the custody of the child, and 
Judge Armstrong decided that she m ust 
rem ain with the family that had adopted 
her. The asylum Directors appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and that tribunal on 
Tuesday reversed the judgm ent of the 
Superior Court. 
A R ecord U n io n reporter called on one 
of the Directors of the asylum last even­ 
ing, and asked her w hether or not it was 
the intention of the management to take 
back the child from its present guardians, 
or to allow them to retain possession of 
her. In reply, the lady said that that point 
had not been discussed by the Directors, 
and she could not possibly say w hat they 
would do in the matter. The Directors had 
no prejudice at all against Mrs. Bucklin. 
whom they always considered as a good 
lady, aud one who might be apt to provide 
a nice home for the little orphan. 
How­ 
ever, they considered that it was only right 
and just that the managers of the asylum 
should lie consulted before any child was 
taken away from the institution. 
It would not be a very pleasant or har­ 
monious state of affairs if any person were 
allowed to come to the asylum, pick out a 
child, and take it; and in m any cases it 
would be a shame to let a little one go in 
this way. They wanted some assurance 
that those who adopted children were re­ 
sponsible parties and able to take care of 
their charge. 
In conclusion, the lady stated that the 
Directors would probably have a meeting 
in the near future, when the whole m atter 
would be determined. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bucklin and the child, 
Clara Chambers, are said to be in Stockton.

O rgan ization o f a C ou n cil o f F ed era te d 
T rad es—A n gry C arp en ters. 
The Trades-Unions of this city held a 
meeting last night for the purpose of organ­ 
izing a Council of Federated Trades. W. 
A. Bushnell, President of the San F ran ­ 
cisco Council, was present and assisted in 
the m atter of organizing. Eleven Unions 
re 
enrolled 
as follows: 
Carpenters, 
Painters, Plasterers, Plum bers and Gas- 
fitters, Tailors, Brewers, Boxmakers, H old­ 
ers, Compositors, Cigarmakers. and Brick 
Masons. 
The Carpenters’ Union last night adopted 
resolutions condemning the action of the 
Building Committee of the State Board of 
Agriculture in requiring carpenters em ­ 
ployed at the Park to work ten hours. 
It was stated that the reason given by 
some of the committee was that it was 
necessary the men should work ten hours 
in order to complete the work before the 
fair opens. The UnioD, however, does not 
seem disposed to accept this as sufficient 
cause, and it is proposed to hold a meeting 
—probably on Saturday—to further con­ 
sider the matter. 
A member of the Union stated that 
Director Green had authorized him to in ­ 
form the person; in charge of the work 
that the men should be required to work 
only eight hours, but that no attention was 
paid thereto.

Court was filed in the office of Clerk W ill­ 
iams, of the Sacramento District, yesterday. 
It is a case which has excited no little 
am ount of interest in this city : 
Mrs. J. M. Hoagland (adm inistratrix of 
the estate of John Hoagland, deceased), ap ­ 
pellant, vs. the State of California. 
This 
was an action for damages. A dem urrer to 
the complaint was sustained, and judgm ent 
rendered against the plaintiff, from which 
she appeals. 
The facts were about as follows: The 
plaintiff, Mrs. Hoagland, alleges that on 
the 9th day of April, 1862, her said intestate 
husband was, and for a long tim e prior 
thereto had been, the owner, in the posses­ 
sion of and entitled to the possession of a 
certain tract of land situated about ball a 
m ile above the town of W ashington, on 
the 
west 
bank 
of 
the 
Sacram erto 
river, 
in 
Yolo 
comity, 
containing 
forty-one acres. 
She alleges that the 
American river is situated on the east side 
of the Sacramento river, and opposite her 
land, and the American river was, prior to 
1862, so crooked and circuitous that its 
water were greatly retarded iu their flow 
into the Sacramento river at its mouth, 
and great quantities of water in the high 
stages of the said American river were 
consequently backed up against the levees 
of the city of Sacramento, and in the year 
1862 and several years prior thereto, broke 
the levee and overflowed said city, destroy­ 
ing vast am ounts of property and suspend­ 
ing all business in said city several m onths 
at a time. 
To rem edy these evils the Legislature 
passed an Act entitled “An Act concerning 
the construction and repair of levees in 
Sacram ento county and the mode of rais­ 
ing revenue therefor.” 
By said Act five 
Commissioners were appointed, called in 
said Act City Levee Commissioners, who 
by said Act were given discretionary power 
to turn any portion of the American river 
deemed by them necessary for the protec­ 
tion of Sacramento city. 
In the fall of 1862 the Levee Commis­ 
sioners straightened the bed of the said 
American river by constructing and open­ 
ing a canal from 'it in a direct line to the 
Sacramento river; said canal entered the 
Sacramento river at right angles to that 
stream and directly opposite to the above 
described tract of land of plaintiff’s said 
intestate. 
The natural 
and 
inevitable 
effect of the canal so opened was to throw 
the water of the American river directly 
across the Sacramento river against aud 
upon said tract of land and to wash it 
away. Plaintiff alleges that her said in ­ 
testate had, before said canal was opened, 
constructed and 
built a 
levee 
about 
150 feet west of the bank of said Sac­ 
ram ento river, sufficiently high and strong 
to protect the said tract of land from all 
high waters in said Sacram ento river. She 
alleges that im m ediately after the said 
canal was opened as aforesaid, the waters 
of the said American river rushed through 
it into and directly across the Sacramento 
rivei wiih great force and violent current 
against and upon the said tract of land, 
and began to wash it away and to press 
the Sacramento river upon it; and contin­ 
ued w ithout ceasing to wash said land 
away and to press said Sacramento river 
upon it till the 25th day of December, 1867, 
when it underm ined and washed said levee 
away, overrun said tract of land, washed 
away and destroyed the houses, fences, 
orchard, live stock, household and kitchen 
furniture, beds, bedding, clothing, wagons, 
farming utensils, etc., and washed off the 
top of said tract of land, ten feet or more 
below the natural surface, converting said 
tract of land into a channel through which 
the waters of the said rivers flow annually 
for several m onths into the great tule basin 
which adjoins said tract of land on the 
west. 
Plaintiff alleges that the bank of the said 
American river, through which the canal 
was cut, was a complete barrier which had 
always protected said land from the floods 
and current of said American river, and 
which, but for said canal, would have con­ 
tinued forever so to protect it. 
She alleges that no compensation has 
been paid to her or her said intestate for 
the property destroyed, and no authority 
was given to sue said State until the pas­ 
sage of an Act by the Legislature that met 
in 1885, entitling John Hoagland, Jam es 
Reid, Mrs. Rebecca C. Hoagland, George 
Cooper, W illiam B. Todhunter, Mrs. Mary 
W . G. Van Arsdale. H enry Lienberger. 
Christopher Green and Charles Trainor to 
sue tl^e State of California. 
Plaintiff alleges that she is damaged by 
the destruction of her property to the 
am ount of $40,000, and she prays for judg­ 
m ent to recover that am ount, and also for 
her costs of suit. 
The Supreme Court says that the above 
case is, in all m aterial respects, like Green 
vs. Trainor (47 Cal., 536) and Green vs. The 
State (73 id., 29), and on the authority of 
those cases the judgm ent of the lower 
Court, sustaining the demurrer, is affirmed. 
Consequently Mrs. Hoagland does not get 
her damages. 
Judge Thornton dissented from the above 
opinion. 
Judge John Heard of this city was the 
attorney for the plaintiff.

“ W hile walking along Delaware avenue, 
a reporter of this paper,” says the Phila- 
phia North American, “saw at Clyde's New 
York delivery pier a huge pyram id of 
salmon in cases. H aving recently read of

ALL QUESTION AS TO ITS INTOXICAT­ 


ING QUALITIES SETTLED. 


P iu te an d C liinnm nn in C ourt—E x p erts

O ffender C onvicted. 


The trial of the case of Fong Won in 
Justice H enry's Court yesterday proved 
quite edifying to all present, especially to 
such as happened to be interested in the 
tem psrance question. Fong Won, as his 
nam e indicates, is a heathen Chinee, and 
the charge against him was that of having 
bartered, for filthy lucre, a bottle of intoxi­ 
cating liquor to a sw arthy Piute who is 
know n on his native heath as “Buck-Not- 
Afraid-of-the-Bottle,” but whose every-day 
nam e is Charlie Bliss. The prisoner was 
ably defended 
by Counselor W harton, 
whose original, but vigorous, m ethod of 
cross-examining witnesses struck terror 
into the ranks of the prosecution. It m ight 
have had an equally depressing eflect upon 
the prisoner, but the latter fortunately 
could not understand the attorney’s pure 
Anglo-Saxon and technical legal expres­ 
sions, having been accustomed, in hisCourt 
experience, to the half-aud-half patois em­ 
ployed by such Chinese lawyers as C. T. 
Jones and Major Anderson. 
Deputy Disiiict Attorney J. A. Bruner 
conducted 
the prosecution, assisted by 
farm er K. J. Merkley. on whose hop ranch 
the crime was committed. The bottle con­ 
taining the tire-water occupied a conspicu­ 
ous and invith.g position on the desk of 
the Court, flacked as it was by a glass of 
generous dimensions. 
The plan of the 
prosecution was to first establish the fact, 
if possible, that the bottle contained an in­ 
toxicating fluid, and next that the prisoner 
sold it to the Indian. 
To dem onstrate the first proposition the 
prosecution placed on the witness-stand 
Mr. Merkley. but his testimony thereon 
was not strong—not nearly so strong, in 
fact, as the arom a that came from the 
liquor itself, aided; by the presence of the 
Chinam an and the Piute. Mr. Merkley, 
however, gave a clear account of the cir­ 
cum stances attending the capture of the 
stuff, and retired. 
A fter some further unim portant testi­ 
m ony was taken, the prosecution called 
I. nder-Sheriff Coons to testify as an expert 
concerning the intoxicating nature of the 
liquor. It seems that when the prisoner and 
his bottle were taken to the Sheriff's office 
Mr. Coons subm itted the contents of the 
latter to a partial test, but by careful nurs­ 
ing had sufficiently recovered to appear in 
Court. This fact was unknow n to the 
prisoner's counsel. Mr. Bruner started in 
to question Coons as to the nature of the 
fluid, when the prisoner’s counsel inter­ 
posed an objection, on the ground that it 
had not been shown that he was competent 
to determ ine that point. 
Prisoner’s counsel to witness—“How can 
you tell w hetberor not thatalleged whisky 
possesses intoxicating qualities?'’ 
W itness—' Because it does.” 
Counsel—“Now, your Honor, please, I 
hold that the witness cannot swear to the 
intoxicating qualities of the alleged liquor 
w ithout first baviDg taken a sufficient 
quantity to enable him to so determ ine.” 
The Court—“Do you meau that he must 
drink enough cf it here in Court to get 
drunk, before he can tell w hether or not it 
w ill intoxicate?” 
Counsel— ‘That's w hat I m ean.” 
The Court—“ Well, the objection is over­ 
ruled.” 
The proseccting attorney here became so 
absorbed in the interesting dialogue that 
he forgot the witness was his, and the 
prisoner's counsel continued : 
Counsel—“ You eay this 
liquor 
pos­ 
sesses intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness—“ That’s w hat.” 
Counsel—“Now, please state w hat is the 
intoxicating principal of liquor.” 
W itness (coldly)—“Its power to make a 
m an drunk.” 
Counsel with a paralyzing look)—“ Does 
lem onade possess intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness—“Yes, if made properly.” 
Counsel—“ W hat is 
the 
intoxicating 
quality or principal of lem onade?” 
AVitness— “T he w h at?" 
Counsel—" Please state to this Court 
w hat particular principle or ingredient en­ 
ters into the composition of a glass of 
lem onade that gives it intoxicating quali­ 
ties." 
W itness—" Plenty of stick." 
Counsel—" H m i I see the point. Now, 
I repeat, how do you know that the whisky 
in this bottle—I mean this alleged whisky 
—contains intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness—“ Because I tried it.” 
Counsel—" You have tried it, then ; how 
m uch of it did you drink?” 
W itness—“ Ob, about a teaspoonful.” 
Counsel—“ And did that suffice to show 
that it conts:m- iI intoxicating qualities?” 
W itness—“ Well, it floored me.” 
Counsel—“ That's all.”

THE ASYLUM WINS. 


C lara C ham bers* Case 
F inally D eter­ 
m ined by tlie Suprem e C ourt. 
Some m onths ago there was considerable 
controversy in the local Courts over the 
custody of a child named Clara Chambers, 
who had been an inm ate of the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum, but who had been taken 
on trial, by a family named Bucklin, for 
adoption. The child was adopted by them 
in the usual legal m anner, except that the 
perm ission of the Directors of the asylum 
had not first been obtained. Then began a 
contest over the custody of the child, and 
Judge Armstrong decided that she must 
rem ain with the iamily that had adopted 
her. The asylum Directors appealed to 
the 8upreme'Court, and that tribunal on 
Tuesday reversed the judgm ent of the 
Superior Court. 
A R ecord U niox reporter called on one 
of the Directors of ih« asviuiu last even­ 
ing, and asked her w hether or not it was 
the intention of the management to take 
back the child from its present guardians, 
or to allow them to retain possession of 
her. In reply, the lady said that that point 
had not been discussed by the Directors, 
and she could not possibly say w hat they 
would do in the matter. The Directors had 
no prejudice at all against Mrs. Bucklin. 
whom they always considered as a good 
lady, aud one who might be apt to provide 
a nice home for the little orphan. 
How­ 
ever, they considered that it was only right 
and just that the managers of the asylum 
should be consulted before any child was 
taken away from the institution. 
It would not be a very pleasant or har­ 
monious state of affairs if any person were 
allowed to come to the asylum, pick out a 
child, and take it; and in m any cases it 
would be a sham e to let a little one go in 
this way. They wanted some assurance 
that those who adopted children were re­ 
sponsible parties and able to take care of 
their charge. 
In conclusion, the lady stated that the 
Directors would probably have a meeting 
111 the near future, when the whole m atter 
would be determined. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bucklin and the child, 
Clara Chambers, are said to he in Stockton. 


LABOR TOPICS. 


O rganization o f a Council o f F e d e ra te d 
T rad e s—A ngry C arp en ters. 
The Trades-Unions of this city held a 
meeting last night for the purpose of organ­ 
izing a Council of Federated Trades. AV. 
A. Bushnell, President of the San F ran ­ 
cisco Council, was present and assisted in 
the m atter of organizing. Eleven Unions 
were 
enrolled 
as follows: 
Carpenters, 
Painters, Plasterers, Plum bers and Gas- 
fitters, Tailors, Brewers, Boxmakers, Mold- 
ers, Compositors, Cigarmakers. and Brick 
Masons. 
The Carpenters’ Union last night adopted 
resolutions condemning the action of the 
Building Committee of the State Board of 
Agriculture in requiring carpenters em ­ 
ployed at the Park to work ten hours. 
It was stated that the reason given by 
some of the committee was that it was 
necessary the men should work ten hours 
in order to complete the work before the 
fair opens. The Union, however, does not 
seem disposed to accept this as sufficient 
cause, and it is proposed to hold a meeting 
—probably on Saturday—to further con­ 
sider the matter. 
A member of the Union slated that 
Director Green had authorized him to in­ 
form the person; in charge of the work 
that the men should be required to work 
only eight hours, but that no attention was 
paid thereto.

NO RELIEF. 


THE SUPREME COURT RULES AGAINST 
MBS. HOAGLAND. 


F in a l D ecision in th e O ld D am age C laim s 
Suit So M any Y ears in th e 
C ourts. 


The following opinion of the Supreme 
Court was filed in the office of Clerk 'Will­ 
iams. of the Sacram ento District, yesterday. 
It is a case which has excited no little 
am ount of interest in this city : 
Mrs. J. M. Hoagland (adm inistratrix of 
the estate of John Hoagland, deceased), ap­ 
pellant, vs. the State of California. 
This 
was an action for damages. 
A dem urrer to 
the com plaint was sustained, and judgm ent 
rendered against the plaintiff, from which 
she appeals. 
The facts were about as follows: 
The 
plaintiff, Mrs. Hoagland, alleges that on 
the 9th day of April, 1S62, her said intestate 
husband was, and for a long tim e prior 
thereto had been, the owner, in the posses­ 
sion ol and entitled to the possession of a 
certain tract of land situated about half a 
m ile above the town of W ashington, on 
the 
west 
bank 
of 
the 
Sacram erto 
river, 
in 
Yolo 
county, 
containing 
forty-one acres. 
She alleges that the 
American river is situated on the east side 
of tbe Sacramento river, and opposite her 
land, and the American river was, prior to 
1862, so crooked and circuitous that its 
water were greatly retarded in their flow 
into the Sacramento river at its mouth, 
and great quantities of water in the high 
stages of the said American river were 
consequently backed up against the levees 
of the city of Sacramento, and in the year 
1S02 and several years prior thereto, broke 
the levee and overflowed said city, destroy­ 
ing vast am ounts of property and suspend­ 
ing all business in said city several m onths 
at a time. 
To rem edy these evils the Legislature 
passed an Act entitled “ An Act concerning 
the construction and repair of levees in 
Sacramento county and the mode of rais­ 
ing revenue therefor.” 
By said Act five 
Commissioners were appointed, called in 
said Act City Levee Commissioners, who 
by said Act were given discretionary power 
to turn any portion of the American river 
deemed by them necessary for the protec­ 
tion of Sacramento city. 
In the fall of 1862 the Levee Commis­ 
sioners straightened the bed of the said 
American river by constructing and open­ 
ing a canal from it in a direct line to the 
Sacramento river; said canal entered the 
Sacramento river at right angles to that 
stream and directly opposite to the above 
described tract of land of plaintiff's said 
intestate. 
The natural 
and 
inevitable 
effect of the canal so opened was to throw 
the water of the American river directly 
across the Sacramento river against and 
upon said tract of land and to wash it 
away. Plaintiff alleges that her said in­ 
testate had, before said canal was opened, 
constructed and built a 
levee 
about 
150 feet west of the bank of said Sac­ 
ram ento river, sufficiently high and strong 
to protect the said tract of land from all 
high waters in said Sacram ento river. She 
alleges that im m ediately after the said 
canal was opened as aforesaid, the waters 
of the said American river rushed through 
it into and directly across the Sacramento 
rivei with great force and violent current 
against and upon the said tract of land, 
and began to wash it away and to press 
the Sacramento river upon’it; and contin­ 
ued w ithout ceasing to wash said land 
away and to press said Sacramento river 
upon it till the 25th day of December, 1867, 
when it underm ined and washed said levee 
away, overrun said tract of land, washed 
away and destroyed tbe houses, fences, 
orchard, five stock, household and kitchen 
furniture, beds, bedding, clothing, wagons, 
farming utensils, etc., and washed off the 
top of said tract of land, ten feet or more 
below the natural surface, converting said 
tract of land into a channel through which 
the waters of the said rivers flow annually 
for several m onths into the great tule basin 
which adjoins said tract of land on the 
west. 
Plaintiff alleges that the bank of the said 
American river, through which the canal 
was cut, was a complete barrier which had 
always protected said land from the floods 
and current of said American river, and 
which, but for said canal, would have con­ 
tinued forever so to protect it. 
She alleges that no compensation has 
been paid to her or her said intestate for 
the property destroyed, and no aulhority 
was given to sue said State until the pas­ 
sage of an Act by the Legislature that met 
in 1885, entitling John Hoagland, Jam es 
Reid, Mrs. Rebecca C. Hoagland, George 
Cooper, AVilliam B. Todbunter, Mrs. Mary 
AV. G. Van Arsdale. H enry Lienberger, 
Christopher Green and Charles Trainor to 
sue the State of California. 
Plaintiff alleges that she is damaged by 
tbe destruction of her property to the 
am ount of $40,000, and she prays for judg­ 
m ent to recover that am ount, and also for 
her costs of suit. 
The Supreme Court says that the above 
case is, in all material respects, like Green 
vs. Trainor (47 Cal., 536) and Green vs. The 
State (73 id., 29), and on the authority oí 
those cases tbe judgm ent of the lower 
Cour1, sustaining thp dem urrer, is affirmed. 
Consequently Mrs. Hoagland does not get 
her damages. 
Judge Thornton dissented from the above 
opinion. 
Judge John H eard of this city was the 
attorney for the plaintiff.
